TOKYO'S SPOKESMAN 


No doubt the statement from the 
‘Tokyo Foreign Office has been 
issued with all proper care in as- 
certaining the ‘trend of Japanese 
official policy and in marshalling the 
relevant facts. Yet the result does 
not seem to be peculiarly happy. 
What reports exactly have been in 
circulation in Tokyo Reuter does not 
say. They sound fantastic but even 
if ‘that be their character, the 
fantastic version of recent events put 
Into the mouth of the “spokesman” 
cannot be allowed to pass without 
correction. So. far, no. expression 
of opinion has been forthcoming 
either in London or in Washington 
to justify the suggestion that obsta- 
les are being thrown in the way of 
‘Sino-Japanese rapprochement. More- 
over” the spokesman’s ingenious 
“tabloid” account of Japan's. with- 
drawal from the League and the 
reasons therefor requires comparison 
‘with the official records which must, 
bbe available to his superiors. 
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A FRANK STATEMENT 
‘The Japanese Legation in Shang- 
hal has courteously and. frankly 
handled the problem of the various 
reports which have gained currency 
jof late regarding the development 
Jof discussions between the represent- 
tives of the Japanese and Chinese 
Governments. “The dificulty of ascer- 
ration of certain 
comments emanating from Tokyo and 
elsewhere abroad was increased by 
the interpretation placed locally on 
observations formed after the recent 
visits of Japanese diplomats and 
military officers to Nanking. Yes- 
terday various statements seemed to | 
have taken concrete form and this 
Journal felt that reference to the 
Japanese Legation was desirable 
The result ig seen in the exceedingly 
detailed comment supplied by the 
Legation in response to that refer- 
fence. This attitude of frank an- 
xiety to expound the Japanese 
point of view will be commended. The 
successful issue of the efforts rightly 
being made by Nanking and Tokyo| 
to arrive at a proper Sino-Japanese 
understanding is generally desired. 
All who are anxious for the removal| 
Jof sources of Far Eastern instability 
gnnot but wish both parties ‘wel 
cir enterprise. ‘The Japancse ¢x- 
position of the course of the discus: 
sions is reasonable and, on that basis, 
Jcommands respect. It lays suitable 
emphasis on the need for Sino-| 
Japanese friendship and in 20 doing, 
it keeps well in view the interests of] 
[China as well as those of Japan. To 
that point most attention will be 
jdrawn, for the anxiety aroused over} 
the interpretations given to the dis-| 
cussions in some quarters was inspired 
by uncertainty" over the exact, 
significance of obiter dicta which, in 
the light of the Legation's comment, 
are now clarified.

REDS IN KWEICHOW 


‘The conflicting messages which 
have appeared in print regarding the 
Communist situation in Kweichow 
may leave the reader in pardonable 
doubt as to what has happened in 
that sorely-tried province. On the 
one day come reports of a smashing 





into the province and have inflicted 
@ reverse on the Government. The 
truth lies probably between the two. 
The Reds who have for some time 
straddled the Yunan-Szechuan-Kwel- 
chow border, apparently divided into 
two columns for a move further 
westward, One of these columns 
seems to have found itself in dan- 
gerous proximity to, perhaps actual- 
ly attacked by, a strong Government 
force to their north. ‘They have ap- 
parently abandoned for the moment 
all intention to move westwards and 
‘have turned in a southerly direction. 
‘The movements of the others are 
obscure. ‘The Government has nu 
fewer than seven divisions in Kwel- 
chow, not counting the Kwangsi di- 
visions still in the south-eastern 
corner of the province. Numerical- 
ly, they should be able to counter 
‘any move by the communists, expecl- 
ally as the latter must be ‘running 
short of ammunition and will probr 
ably try to avoid all major engage- 
ments that are likely to exhaust thelr 
supplies. So far as can be ascertain+ 
fed, the Reds who have captured Mr, 
8." C. Frencham in south-western, 
Shensi are now mostly over the 
‘border in Kansu and are moving to- 
wards the north-west. ‘They appear 
to have entered an area made tem- 
porarily defenceless by a movement 
of Government troops southwards 
towards the Szechuan border to 
co-operate in the campaign to rid 
north-eastern Szechuan of the Com- 
‘munist menace, Doubtless they will 
be foreed to move on at the troops, 
thelr objective achieved, march back 
to their old stations.

friendliness of intentions in her 
regard. Mr, Hirota, indeed, 1s to 
be warmly congratulated on'a step 
‘which should, in the long run, be 
of great assistance to him in over- 
coming those apprehensions which 
certain aspects of Japanese policy 
here have continued to arouse. 
Probably in the next few days the 
clarification, initiated in the frank 
statement made by the Japanese 
Legation to this journal last Thurs 
day, will proceed to completion.

Nor should it be ir- 
relevant to observe that the 
results of Shanghai’s indulgence in| 
the financing of real estate—find- 
Ing Its peak so long ago as 1931— 
should really have been apparent 
to financial observation before the 
year coming under Mr. Mackie's 
Feview. And when the Chainnan 
of a leading banking institution 
declares that the knowledge at his 
bank's disposal enabled him to 
foresee that “silver exports to bal- 
ance payments would almost cer 
tainly be large during 1934", it 
might be consoling to know what 
steps were taken to meet such a 
situation, ‘The ex cathedra at 
titude has its merits; it does not 
altogether carry conviction in such 
elrcumstances. 


‘As a banking speech, Mr. 
Mackic's admirable dissertation on 
the course of financial events in 
1934 commands respect. On certain 
points, however, it appeared to lack 
accuracy in deduction, if not in 
fact, Fears of the devaluation of 
the Chinese dollar may have been 
present, as he suggests, in Spring 
last, but most observers will agree 
that they did not acquire signi- 
cance until late in the year when 
they evoked emphatic and authorit~ 
ative reassurances from General 
Chiang Kal-shek and Mr. Wang 
Ching-wel, And, in view of the 
very proper mention of President 
Roosevelt's signature of the Silver 
Purchase Act on June 19 and of 
the nationalization of silver in the 
United States on August 9, at 60.01 
cents. an ounce, it seems Inconsist~ 
ent 16 refer to subsequent develop- 
ments in these terms: 


‘The Minister of Finance... .three| 
weoks later issued an ‘order which 
had the ostensible object of pre-| 
ng. speculative exchange trans- 
fetions but which effected mo more| 
than an incre 
Shanghai. ‘This. was the turning] 
point and in August heavy ship- 
ments of silver commenced. 
Surely the turning point was the 
action of President Roosevelt in 
June. In that month shipments of 
silver amounted to 13 million 
ounces, in July they rose to 24 
million ounces and in August they 
reached the very high figure of 79 
million ounces. ‘Thus, while rec~ 
ognizing effectively the disturbing 
influence of the United States of 
‘America’s silver policy, Mr. Mackie, 
unwittingly, no doubt, seems to 
‘throw on the Chinese Government's 
shoulders responsibility for what 
appears to be directly due to 
action in Washington. In other 
respects the Chinese Government 
‘may be open to criticism, but here 
it looks as if it were the victim of 
injustice, With this journal Mr. 
Mackie holds the view that the 
embargo on silver was a mistake. 
His insistence on the value of the 
advice tendered by Sir Arthur 
Salter is extremely pertinent. At 
the same time it is difficult to resist 
the view that the Government was. 
hardly pressed by the actual con~ 
ditions prevailing. Although it 
probably would have been wiser 
to have followed the precedent of 
a few years earlier and allowed 
matters to take their course, Mr. 
‘Mackic’s description of the embargo

Essential inspiration ean be found 
only in a general desire to pull 
fogether and to view the problem 
in all its bearings, Undue em- 
phasis on one aspect or the other 
Is Iikely’ only to darken counsel 
‘The broad political issues should 
be taken into account aswell as 
the very important financial and 
monetary problems on which a 
tanke iz specially competent to 
five, not merely advice but leader- 
hip. Other countries. In. similar 
traits have not hesitated 9 sum 





leading figure in world finance. 
Should China or Shanghai stand in 
need of such a guide to extrica- 
tion from its present diculties, 
there should be no diMdence in 
taking the necessary steps to that 
jend. Certainly it would seem that, 
on the question of floating a loan, 
outside and detached advice might 
be desirable. ‘The adverse balance 
‘of payments suggests that the 
flotation of a loan, unless for the 
purpose of developing China's in- 
ternal resources to fulfil China's 
Internal needs and thus provide the 
‘means for repayment, might accen- 
‘tuate rather than diminish her di 
culties. That, however, must be 
matter of opinion. Mr. Mackie’s 
speech, on the whole, deserves 
appreciation for its sincerity and 
frankness. And it will bear good 
fruit if {t creates a real comrade 
‘ship among all responsible bank- 
ing institutions and, in turn, their 
comradeship with the community 
which they serve and on which

haved most considerately toward the 
mortgagor of the property in ques- 
tion, the sale has been described in 
adverse terms. The Bank is alleged 
to have disregarded the general 
Interests of the community at a 
time of serious depression. More- 
over, efforts were actually made to 
move a Chinese Court to make a 
show of interference on behalf of 
certain second mortgages, The 
Chinese Government has been ap- 
proached for its: good offices. It has, 
'S0 report goes, made proposals to 
the Hongkong and Shanghal Bank- 
ing Corporation and that institution 
has shown its appreciation of the 
Government's good intentions by 
making an exceedingly fair offer to 
accept repayment of the relevant 
dues by four instalments over a 
period of two years. This obvious- 
ly shows that the Bank fs still in a 
forbearing mood which is all the 
more creditable in the light of the 
curiously uninformed — criticism 
expended on the auction sale and 
events leading up thereto, It must 
be recorded that the Bank in lend- 
ing money at a cheap rate to this 
Chinese mill was giving to industry 
assistance which, _ unfortunately, 
‘was considerably’ offset by the 
heavy taxation imposed on the 
millowners by the Government 
and by the high rates of interest 
governing other means of accom- 
‘modation, When the Mill's dimcul- 
ties are being made a matter of 
national import, it is extraordinary 
that the taxation should be con- 
tinued, while, ironically enough, 
the Bank is expected (0 forego its 
interest and in addition pay certain 
‘Municipal taxes, together with 
outstanding fire and other in- 
surances, although such expenditure 
Is exclusively the mortgagor's con- 
cern. The attempt to represent the 
‘Hongkong and Shanghai Banking 
Corporation as the villain of the 
piece is pitifully unimpressive, if 
these facts are properly regarded. 


Its clear, of course, that Chinese 
‘commercial opinion is by no means. 
tolerant of this agitation—and with 
jgood reason. The practice of rais- 
ing money on the security of title 
}deeds of property situated in the 
International Settlement and reg- 
istered at the British Consulate is 
well-known and has long been the 
‘basis for important business 
transactions in Shanghai. The pro- 
cedure is so familiar that it is un- 
derstood by every business man. 
‘Chinese Banks, no less than Foreign 
Banks, have recognized the value 
and ‘the reliability of | such 
securities. Once let it be thought 
that rights secured under these in- 
struments are subfect to defeat on 
other than legal or commercial 
grounds, then the whole fabric of 
credit built up on the landed prop- 
erty in Shanghai is in serious 
danger. Those who urge that the 
existing depression “should have 
‘deterred the Bank from exercising 
its rights, would do well to con- 
sider whether they are not 
themselves engaged in aggravating 
the rigours of that depression by. 
sponsoring arguments which, if ac- 
cepted, would strike at the very 
reot of Shanghai's financial stabil- 
Wty. Criticisms which have been 
levelled agzinst Shanghai of late 
have pointed to inflated land values 
and excessive indulgence in land 
‘speculation as contributory causes 
‘to the present crisis. There is no 














justification for extending the scope 
Of those eriticisms by deliberately 
depriving land values of one of 
‘their most important means of 
‘security. The essence of the land 
mortgage system, as exemplified in 
the document on which the Sung 
Sing Mill was auctioned, lies in its 
simplicity of operation. ‘The proce- 
dure is prescribed under the title 
deed. The rights of the parties are 
fully defined. “Hence the mortgagor 
‘can readily find a mortgagee will- 
ing to advance the necessary 
money on terms which compare 
fayourably with any elsewhere. If 
this simplicity is destroyed and 
uncertainty introduced into the 
procedure by its exposure to the 
dilatory influences of political in- 
terference or popular clamour, the 
sufferers will be, not the recusant 
banks, but the ‘commercial com- 
munity of Shanghal—and ultimate- 
ly Shanghai itself. 

Admitting all this, some still say 
that the Hongkong’ and Shanghai 
Banking Corporation ought not to 
have exercised its rights at this 
particular juncture. It should have 
shown political or economic wis- 
dom in focussing its own particular 
problem against the back-ground 
of the general financial erisis, 
‘There again the answer seems to be 
simple, ‘The mortgagor had known 
since October last that the non- 
payment of his loan (to say nothing 
of the taxes and insurance premia) 
was under serious consideration 
by the Bank. That loan had been 
cheaply secured. It would seem 
that, whatever were his difficulties, 
it would have been a matier of 
‘common economic prudence to take 
steps to ensure the payment of the 
interest on it. Even then when, 
in spite of four reminders, he had 
not moved effectively in the matter, 
he was further advised of the 
gravity of the position by notices 
in the public press. These notices 
first made their appearance in the 
middle of December and should 
have given food for thought to 
ccritles who now pretend that the 
Bank's action has come upon them 
as a shock. To come down 
to last month, when the sale 
by auction was duly advertised 
for a week before the Mill actually 
came under the hammer, it seems 
absurd to protest that any element 
of surprise remained in the situ 
tion. Surely the responsibility for 
recognizing the possible effects of 
the Mil’s closure on the industrial 
and economic conditions prevailing 
in Shanghai, rests in no small 
measure on the mortgagor and his 
friends who either took no steps to 
‘deal with the emergency or were 
wanting in effective proposals to 
meet the legitimate and forbearingly 
lexpressed requirements of the mort 
gagees. This cursory examination of 
‘the circumstances surrounding the 
sale of the Mill is given with every 
desire to be helpful to all parties 
concerned. If the discussions be- 
tween the Government and the 
Bank bear fruit, pethaps a satis 
factory solution will be found. but 
at all costs It is necessary to refute 
the dangerous contentions on which 
efforts to 2rustrate the Bank's legal 
rights have been developed. This 
protest is inspired not'merely by a 
sense of the extreme unfairness of 
‘the attack on the Bank and its 
Manager, Mr. A. S. Henchman who 
has shown great consideration and

patlence—valid and important 
though such a stand would be. 
‘Thefe is a wider significance to be 
stressed: it {s firmly founded on the 
conviction that exposure of a long- 
established system for affording 
Shanghai sound credit on a cheap 
and workable basis to the dubious 
‘merey of casual political or popular 
battle-cries, might sound the death- 
knell of confidence in the whole 
fabric of Shanghai's business life 
and presage the ultimate decline of 
the commercial prestige and 
Prosperity of this great City.

STEEL IN 1934 


‘Messrs. William Jocks & Co, have 
issued an exceedingly valuable review 
‘of the position of the Iron and Steel 
‘Trades in Great Britain in 1994. ‘The 
/Report shows that the odvance begun 
fn 1993 continued steadily in 1994. 
"The expansion can be gauged from 
the fact that in two years British, 
production of steel ingots tnerensed 
from 8% million tons to nearly 9 
millon tons, a figure which is taken 
to represent 75 per cent. of Great 
Britain's present productive capacity. 
The Report points out that this sub- 
stantial exnonsion fs not entirely ave 
to the tari, for during 1934, when 
British production of steel increased 
by 2 milion tons, and the volume of 
British fron ond steel exports rose by 
15 per cent, the Impéttation of 
foreimm iron and steel increased by 
135 per cent. Tt ts noted that this in- 
[creased import has inspired a demand 
for a further rise in the present m= 
port duty from 33 1/3 to $0 ner cent.. 
but it ts thoueht unlikely that such 
fn increase will be granted. Much 
of the imported steel fs bosle 
Bessemer material, the manvfactere 
ot which” had been "practically 
abendoned in Great Britain. ‘The 
Report points out that fn view of the 
fact that the grant of the tarift was 
conditioned upon re-organization af 
the heavy industry, schemes, which 
merely confine themselves to. the 
formation of price-rings and selline- 
cartels nre not likely tn be accounted 
fulAiling that condition. ‘The real~ 
ly Important matter is that supplies 
of fron and steel should be available 
to manufacturers on terms which en- 
able them to meet the world's market 
with thelr finished products, ‘The 
problem 1s less one of prodvetion 
than finance and distrtinition and the 
appointment of Sir Andrew Duncan 
‘as Independent Chairman of the Tron 
‘ Steel Federation is taken to be a 
recognition of the fact that the prob- 
Jems are not simply technical, for 
Sir Andrew has had no previous ex- 
perience of the Industry but fs dis. 
tinsulshed administrator. ‘The Reoort 
observes that the unfortunate increase 
fm the barriers to international trade 
cause ‘the development of 
Jeconomle nationalism has. continued 
to freeze up the channels of com- 
merce. While not holding ovt any 
extravagant hopes of a reversal of 
this tendency, the Report suggests: 
that by trade treaties certain obstacles. 
Jmay be overcome. It concludes with 
the view that Great Britain is de- 
pendent for her continued welfare 
upon world prosperity and the free 
Interchange of commodities. Econo- 
mileally the prospects are favourable, 
politically they are doubttul. Further 
[progress Is dependent upon’ a wider 
Jappreoiation of the fact that the pro- 
[gress of every country Is limited by 
the progress of its nelghbour and 

ean prosper in a world of 
‘aversity. ‘These sage observations 
are worthy of general application and 
they give a special value to this 
interesting review.

A MYSTERY SOLVED 


Last month attention was drawn to 
an obvious lacuna fn the cabled 
Messages dealing with the recent 
erisis in.

In order to regularize this dramatic 
‘admission of error, Mr. Stanley had 
to obiain “sanction to a hurriedly 
rushed through Bill framed. specifi 
tally to cover his temporary expedi- 
ent of relief. This he had no dif 
culty in doing but, of course, the; 
episode, as already’ noted in these] 
columns, gave the Opposition material 
for a demonstration against the Gov- 
ernment. On the whole, however, 
Mr. Stanley's masterly frankness and 
effective removal of the fundamental 
cause of complaint greatly mitigated 
the Government's discomfture. Gen- 
erally it may be said that the Op- 
position has yet to establish such «| 
lFeputation which will encourage the 
‘country as 2 whole to show sigs of 
abandoning faith in the National 
Government.

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ACTIVITIES IN OUTER MONGOLIA 


Extensive Preparations Against War Undertaken 
Under Soviet Auspices 
west Ov» Own Comtsrowonrt 


Harbin, Feb. 23. 

A forelgner who has been making 
a trip through Mongolia and who has 
Sust returned here from Urga, gives| 
much new and interesting informa: 
tlon on what 1s going on in that| 
country. 

‘He states that the whole of Outer 
‘Mongolia is preparing for war, and 
‘that this fact exposes the plans whlch 
Soviet Russia is now carrying out, 

‘The Soviet Union has lately com-| 
menced to strengthan and arm the 
entire district of outer Mongolia at 
‘Beat spted. Camel transport whieh 
used to be met at every step in 
former days has almost entirely 
Aisappeared, being replaced by 
mobiles, the most of which are loaded 
\p with military supplies. At the 
same time all the high roads in the| 
country are being put in perfect| 
order, both the main and the branch 
roads, The high road from Kalga to: 
‘Urga which is in the sphere of the 
Soviet influence has been put in such 
order that everything is in perfect 
condition, bridges having been built 
where this was found necessary and 
‘all ballasting of the road strengthened, 
to enable heavy transport to pass 
over it, In former days this streteh| 
of highway was often under’ repair, 
‘but at the present time it is in such 
‘A perfect state that. the heaviest | 
trafic can be pased over it at all 
times of the year, 

‘Three gasoline stations have been 
‘constructed on this road from whieh 
motor trucks ean get thelr supplies, 
‘and at one of them there te a work 
shop ond a garage, where reserve 
motortrucks are Kept ready for use, 
‘and where there is also a radio stat 
‘Aerodromes and landing places for 
Aeroplanes are to be found to the side’ 
of the main road, 

‘At all the stopping stations alony 
this road not less than $0 men have| 
been placed as guards, while the town | 
of Urga has been ‘altered into  3| 
military stratogle centre. 

‘The impression is created from a 
general view that Urea is on a 
frontler zone, the eye being struck 
‘with the number of uniforms worn, 
civilian clothes being seldom ‘seen, 
Abou! 00 kilometres. from. Urga a 
ood arsenal has been constructed, 
Which Js connected with the town by| 

macadamized read, where 
quantities of cartridges 
‘gan be produced daily. The arsenal 
has also largo workshops for the 
repalr of all kinds of arms, 


Nervousness at Urea

‘Tho “Harbinskoe Vremla” in an 
article on, the Mongolian. sttuation| 
alates that “the G.P.U, is endeavouring 
to fight tho anti-Soviet elements, 
‘organizing emigration of those who| 
fare against the Soviet régime, earry- 
ing out arrests and oven taking the

IN ANHWEI 


First Section of New Line 
Now Completed

Luchowtu, An, Feb. 7. 
How often has it been’ said’ that 
with ‘the advent to mines and rall- 
ways Wealth, and progress, would 
some to the districts directly affected. 
We will now have a chance to tesi 
this proposition. For the first time 
in thelr lives the people of the 
Luchowfu district and the country 
north to the Hwel River, have see 
he amazing “Fire-carriage.” 

‘The railway has been constructed 
from the fine coal-mines on the Hwel 
River, and runs in a seuthern diree- 
Yon to “Luchowfu which constitutes 
the first section now sufficiently com- 
Fleted to enable the trains to run 
regularly. The railway is known as 
the “Hwel-Nan” or “Hwel South" 
Railway. The second section of the 
Une is now being constructed very 
rapidly and will continue on from 
Luchowfu to ‘Chaohsien. The third 
section, which has not yet been 
started, will continue on to Wuhu, 
When completed this tine will open 
up about 150 miles of good 
agricultural country, Tt ‘will, 
make a good grade of coal directly 
available to shipping on the Yangtz> 
‘at Wuhu, and will supply the new 
railways ‘branching out from. Wuhu 
‘with their coal supplies, 

Already the railway shows promise 
lof becoming very popular as a means 
fof travel for the dense population of 
this part of Anhwel. All travellers 
are anticipating reifet from the 
horrors of travel on the abominable 
launches which run out of Wuhu, 
Filthy, overcrowded, “and” without 
‘sanitation, these launches are larfely 
owned by one of the wealthiest 
families of China. One hesitates to 
‘mention their names. in connection 
with these dicgracetul boats, for they 
surely cannct be aware of the dis- 
graceful conditions which are. s0 
closely inked with” thelr "name, 
‘There is only one toilet for tour oF 
five hundred passengers, men and 
}women, who sometimes crowd onto 
these launches or “tow-boats.” Opium 
is peddled all over the boat, while 
immoral women ply their trade. It 
is some satisfaction to know. that 
these boats will have little business 
when the railway is fnished.

LIFE IN SINKIANG DESCRIBED 


Villagers’ Admirable Work in Search for Water: 
Struggle Between Man and the Desert 


Avoiding the political aspects of 
the situation in Sinkiang, Dr. Pietro 
Orlandini gave an interesting account 
of life in. the border province and 
his travels through. Szechuan, 
Mongolia, ond Kansu at the Pan: 
Pucitle Association titin in the New 
‘Asia Hotel on Tuesday (Feb, 26). Dr. 
Esson M. Gale was in the chair’ and 
Introduced the speaker to the gather- 
ing, Mr. Edward C. Carter, ehiet 
‘retary of the Institute of Pacifle Re- 
lutions, was one of the guests present, 

‘The greater part of Sinkiang, ac~ 
cording to Dr. Orlandini, is desert, 
dotted here and there by’ towns and 
villages, Betworn one village and 
another there is always ‘the desert, 
‘These oasisclike villages are som: 
Umes natural, formed by” rivers 
which with proper irrigation make 
the ground” fortile. Others are 
formed by the work of man. Here 
is the real ctruggle between man} 
‘and the desert; wells have to be dug 
for water, Sometimes water is reach= 
ed at a depth of ten metres, and 
sometimes the region has a volesnic 
aspect. When the residents find 
water, they dig a shaft and force the 

ier little by little to the surface 
and from there Irad it into irriga- 
tion ditches, 


‘The population is 80 per cent. 
Mohammedan, ‘The largest part 
g composed ‘of Sarts, Kazaks ‘and| 
Kirghiz, “Religious and fond "of 
money, the Sarts live in the. plain 
and work in the flelds or else they, 
are in business in the ‘cities, The| 
Kazaks and Kirghiz live in the 
mountains and are shepherds and 
nomads. ‘They are of the Turkish. 
type found in Asia Minor, ‘Their 
language and writing is Turkish. 
‘They wear long garmens reaching 
to the knees, wide trousers and high| 
boots. They’ have long beards and| 
shaven heads, There are also Mongols, 
especially in’ the northern part. ‘The 
Chinese are only present in the large 
centres us Urumehi. 


Rich in Minerals 

After the Russian Revolution, many’ 
White Russians setlled in Sinkiang. 
The region is very rich in minerals. 
‘There Is gold, coal in great quantities, 
copper, oll and asphalt, he continued. 

‘The speaker descrited Urumch! as| 
a very big city, all the life being on| 
a long central ‘rovd, Coming from| 
Turfan, one first reaches the Russian| 
quarter.

Sulwo, flying 
a yellow fag and ‘the international 
signal indicating that there was a 
dead body on. board, arrived at 
Kiukiang. “Lieut-Comdr. “R. H.-S. 
Rodger, ” in’ command of H.MS. 
Aphis, ‘ordered Surg.-Lieut, Wheel 
fo go' on board, which he did, He 
was shown the corpse, ‘saw. there 
were no signs of infectious disease, 
and granted practique to the Suiwo 
{to go alongside the hulk, 

Owing to the temperature, the 
lack of facilities for. refrigeration, 
and the Tength of time that must 
elapse before the steamer would 
arrivo at Shanghal, he considered the 
remains of the deceased should be 
treated. to ensure proper preserva- 
tion, and, on learning that embalming 
the ‘remains would take some hours, 
he decided to remove the internal 
organs.

CHINA’S FINANCIAL 
POLICY UNCHANGED 


No Cause for Alarm Over 
Present Situation 


Hankow, Mar. 1. 

‘The stir reported trom Shanghal 
over the financial discussions initiated 
by Gen. Chiang Kal-shek in Hankow 
{ig not reflected here in comments on 
the subject by quarters closely con- 
nected with the participants.

spoke in a fairly optimistic way of 
the conditions of trade throughout the 
world, I ‘think, however you. will 
agree’ that the progress made, ‘has 
on the whole been disappointing. All 
that can be sald, is that there has 
not been a serious retrograde step 
‘anywhere, while those countries most 
closely connected with Great Britain 
through currency alliance have made 
‘moderate progress. It would appear 
that there are still dimeult times 
ahead. It is in. particular the un- 
stabilized condition of currencies 
which causes the prevailing feeling} 
of Insecurity. We must, I fear, face 
the prospect of a lony uphill struggle 
before the world-wide clouds of dé 

pr finally dissipated, 
Periods of optimism are likely to be 
followed by periods of pessimism for 
some time to come, and the best that 
‘we can hope for is that the latter 
periods will get shorter and shorter 
as time goes on. If this view ls 
correct a policy of cautious conser- 
vatism would seem wiser than one| 
of @ more spectacular nature. What! 
we need Is a form of recovery which 
‘will give Increased purchasing power 
and a more rapid turnover of stocks 
rather than artifical rises in price. 


Sliver Position 

You will expect me to state the 
views of the Bank with regard to the 
silver position which has once again

in the United States Congress were 
vigorously agitating with a view to 
ising the price of silver, so much 
so that ‘in the spring China beeaine 
seriously alarmed and there was talk 
in Shanghal.of devaluing the Chinese 
dollar. asa counter-measure, The 
danger of this step was realised tn 
time and at the end of March the 
London Silver Agreement was ratifled 
‘by China with a proviso to the effect| 
‘that China did soon the understand- 
ing that she reserved the right to 
take such measures as appeared to be 
advisable should her economic posi- 
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‘tion be endangered by a rise in the 
price of silver. In April Professor 
J. H. Rogers was sent to Chins by 
President Roosevelt to investigate the | 
effects on China of the London Silver| 
‘Agreement and of possible further 
‘silver legislation. This seemed to 
promise well, but before his investiga 
Hons went very far the Silver Pur- 
chase Bill was in May accepted by’ 
‘President Roosevelt, and it was signed 
‘on June 19.

Tt is, 
however, a regrettable fact that in 
‘many cases the bondholder has failed 
to benefit to the extent that he should. 
Tt is true that varlous Railway Ad- 
ministrations ‘have expended ¢on- 
siderable sums to put thelr rolling 
stock and roadways into better condi- 
tlon after years of steady deprecia: 
lon. but it is doubtful wisdom — to 
pay so little regard to the just claims 
‘of bondholders and to the formal 
guarantee given by thelr Govern- 
Ment, Moreover, the Ministry of 
Railways has been able to find funds 
to put under way ’a considerable 
amount of ambitious new work. i 
extending existing systems and com- 
meneing new lines. 


Rord-Bullding Progress 


Road-building continues apace: 
China is also becoming more and 
more alrminded and there is a 
steady growth in alr passenger and 

‘At least two. airplane 
lunder way in different. 
arts of China, and two others are 
contemplated, ‘but T fear that’ the 
Government ‘expenditure on aircraft 
‘and on munitions generally is out of 
proportion to their financial re- 
‘sources, 


‘Manchurian Conditions 


Let me now shortly review trade 
conditions in other parts of the East 
where we have branches, 

In Manchuria, that 1s Manchoukuo, 
Japan naturally continues to domi: 
nate trade and to invest large sums 
in ‘the ‘country, especially for rall- 
Way and constructional developments 
The Mission gent out by the Fede 
ber rightly drew attention to the 
heavy “drain on the financial re= 
sources of the new state which this 
rapid development entalls, but pre: 
sumably we shall see a slowing up 
before long. ‘The agreement for tho 
purchase of the Chinese Eastern 
Rallway from Soviet Russia appears 
to have satisted both parties, but 
‘this also implies further finaneial ald 
from Japan to enable payment to be 
effected. The port of Dairen has 
benefited considerably by’ the in 
creased foreign srade and its progress 
is worth watching. 


Japanese Expansion 
In Japan forelgn trade continues to 
expand in a remarkable way, and ale 
though last year imports exceeded 
‘exports by 110 million yen, shipping 
and the tourist trade both ‘douriahed 
and it is thought 
exports ha 
wayments to remain favoural 
is a striking reflection of the pro 
gresolve industrialisation of the 
country that the increase in exports 
is almost, wholly in manufactured 
‘artlcles while the increase In imports 
4s mainly in raw materials and semi- 
‘manufactured goods. It is also to be 
noted that Japan is increasing her 
export trade largely by the explol- 
tation of new markets. “Internal con- 
ditions are not altogether healthy 
owing to the depressed condition of 
the silk industry and poor rice crops. 
‘of inflation have not mater- 
falised and the finances of the cou 










































ture on’ unproductive objects should 
‘be checked if this satisfactory. posl- 
tion ig to be maintained, 


‘Malayan Improvements 
In Malaya the improvement of 
trade has continued throughout 1994. 
‘The outstanding event of the year 
was the Introduction of the Rubber 
Restriction Scheme which has put 
new Ife into the rubber industry. 
Tt 4s obvious that the future of the 
‘two main products of Malaya, rubber 
‘and tin, on which the prosperity of 
the ‘country Is s0 dependent, rests, 
for the time being at any rate, on 
‘the continuation of artificial mea- 
sures for the restriction of these 
‘commodities. 


Indlan ‘Trade Mending 
In India trade also continues on 
the mend. The enforcement of the 
new constitution may possibly neces- 
sitate additional vaxation to meet its 
cast unless trade improves rapidly. 
‘The forthcoming institution of the 
Reserve Bank for India Is regarded 
with Taixed feelings by exchange 
bankers. It 1s however expec 
S'la ful operation by July. next 
‘and in preparation for this event the 
Government have been strengthening 
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Pessimism in Phillppines 

Reports from the Philippine Islands 
are inclined to be pessimistic and it 
‘is feared that the Independence Law 
which was accepted by the Philip- 
ine Legislature on May 1 last will 
only have harmful effects on the 
economic welfare of the Islands. The 
sugar industry has been adversely 
affected by the Sugar Control Act 
which limfts the entry of P. 1 sugar 
into the United States and the in 
Sustry seems to face a somewhat an- 
‘xious period. 


Hongkong Depression 

Finally as regards Hongkong. In 
spite of the continued depressed state 
of trade the Government has not 
had to face any  serlous loss of 
Fevenue. On June 18 the Hongkong 
dollar “Ordinance was approved 
granting authority for the issue of a 
Joan up to a total amount of 25 mil- 
Yon dollars, and shortly afterwards, 
a5 you know, the first issue of 14 
miliion dollars was successfully 
placed. ‘Trade conditions here are 
unfortunately merely a reflection of 
the conditions existing in China. 
‘The Economie Commission will 
shortly be issuing its report which 
will no doubt contain some useful 
‘suggestions, but we cannot do a very 
reat deal’ to hasten recovery it 
China lags behind. Considering the 
vast possibilities of that country, T 
eannot be really pessimistic about 
the future. ‘The deplorable situation 
‘now existing in Shanghai is of course 
serving as. an additional drag on 
‘trade, however I feel that some way 
‘out will soon be found and 1 think 
you will agree that we owe a great 
Gebt “of thanks to our ‘Chict Man- 
‘ager for the successtul way in which 
hhe has managed to keep Hongkong 
from being involved in similar cur- 
rency dimculties. 

Tn conclusion T wish to convey to 
our principal executive officers and 
members of the staff our great ap-

SIDE-GLANCES

Recent activities of pirates on the 
China Coast almost automatically 
inspires reflections on the Decline 
of the Art of Piracy. As a pro- 
fession, indeed, buccaneering has 
sadly lapsed since the days of Cap- 
tain Kidd, Sir Henry Morgan and 
the Brothers Lafitte, and the men- 
tlon of Bias Bay fails to suggest 
any of the glamour associated with 
the Spanish Main. The methods 
employed, say, in the ‘Tungchow 
piracy will scarcely stand com. 








parison with the exploits that 
inspired Stevenson's “Treasure 
island” and Defoe's “Life, Adven- 
tures and Piracies of’ Captain 
Singleton.” 

The history of piracy is as 


venerable as the history of man. 
‘The “Odyssey” already describes 
sea-robbery and the practice has 
survived the emergence of the race 
from the so-called Dark Ages, the 
attainment of so-called civilization, 
and, probably, like the poor, will 
be always with us, The present 
strongholds of pirates, besides the 
South Coast of China, are in the 
Malay Archipelago and, LOITERER » 
believes,. Indo-China." ‘There are! 
piracles at sea and on rivers. It 
1s hardly necessary to point out 
that the boldest of these acts are 
usually those committed on the 
deep, and among sea-robbers to- 
day those of the China Coast con- 














stitute indeed the most. serious 
menace, preying, as_—_they 
often do, on large ships, even 
on foreign ships. Late’ news 


espatches tell of a Sino-British 
scheme to suppress the pirates of 
the Blas Bay and Mirs Bay ares, 
near Hongkong, the plan providing 
for the landing of British marines 
or sailors on the Kwangtung Coast, 
1¢ Ss sald that the Chinese authorities 
fare willing to let such forces land 
at certain times and within certain 
zones in an effort to rout out the 
pirate strongholds. 

Of the historical pirates perhaps 
Captain Kidd is the most famou: 
William Kida, the chroniclers relat 
was probably’ born in Greenock, but 
his origin {s somewhat obscure, In 
1601 he received an award of £150 
from the Council of New Yorie for 
his services during the disturbances | 
Jn the Colony which followed the 
revolt of 1638, “He was commis- 
sloned tater to chase a hostile | 
privateor off the coast," so the 
historians tell, “is described as an 
owner of ships, and is known to 
have served with credit against the 
French in the West Indies. In 1695 
hhe came to London and was vecom- 

smended there to the newly. ap- 
pointed Colonial Governor, Lord 
Bellomont, as a fit man to war 
‘against the pirates in the Eastern 
seas. A. vessel of thirty guns was 
equipped for the cruise and the 
command given. to Kidd, who re- 
celved the King’s commission to 
arrest and bring to trial all pirates, 
anda commission of reprisals 
‘against the French. In 1697 he 
Yeached Madagascar, which was 
then the pirates’ chiet rendezvous, 
but he made not the least effort to 
apprehend them. Indeed he as~ 
sociated himself with a notorious 
pirate named Culliford. ‘The fact 
would seem to be that Kidd intend~ 
ed only to capture French ships. 
When “he found none he. seized 
native ‘trading vessels, under pre- 
tence that they carried French 
passes and were fair prize, He also 
plundered on the coast of Malabar. 
Complaints reached the British 
Government and Lord ‘Bellomont 
‘was instructed to apprehend Kidd 
should he relun to America. De- 
serting his original ship in Mada- 
gascar, Kidd sailed for America in 
one of his prizes, which he subse- 
quently left in ‘the West. Indies. 
He went to New England in a small 
sloop with several of his erew and 
wrote to Bellomont, professing his 
ability to justify himself and send- 
ing the Governor booty. He was 
arrested in July 1699, was sent to 
England and tried, first for the 
murder of one of his crew, and then 
with others for piracy.’ He was 
found guilty on both charges and 
hanged at Execution Dock, London, 
on May 28, 1701." After his death 
foverish search was conducted for 
his “treasure” by various expedi- 
~ tions, about £14,000 being recover 























ed from Kidd's ship and trom 
Gardiner’s Island, off New York. 
‘The hunt never produced evidence 
lof the colossal hidden wealth men- 
tioned in the rumours. But Kidd's 
name lived on, in song and story, 
the symbol of a blustering buc- 
jcaneer in a spacious era. 


In contrast with Captain Kidd, 
Sir Henry Morgan attained royal 
favour and high place after his 
[piratical career. Of Welsh birth, 
‘Morgan is said to have been 
abducted ‘as a boy at Bristol and 
sold into slavery in the West Indies. 
‘He was early in his life identified 
with buceaneering activities in 
Jamaica, which in the Seventeenth 
Century’ was a stronghold of 
pirates, He was placed in com- 
mand of a ship in Edward 
‘Mansfield’s expedition which took 
the island of Santa Catalina in 1668. 
Mansfield was killed by the Span- 
jards and soon afterwards Morgan 
assumed leadership of the pirates. 
In 1668 the Governor of Jamaica 
‘commissioned him to capture some 
Spaniards in order to obtain 
particulars of a plan to attack 
Jamaica. Morgan went so far as to| 
land near Panama, and he seized 
the wellprotected town of Porto 
Bello. He did not leave until a 
large ransom was paid. Soon after- 
wards he pillaged the coast of Cuba, 
In 1669 he attacked Maracaibo and 
then Gibraltar, still demanding 
heavy ransoms. On returning to 
Jamaica, he was rebuked by the 
Governor for the excesses of his| 
raids, but he escaped punishment. 
His commission was even renewed 
and as commander-in-chief of all 
warships in Jamaica he again turn- 
‘ed on the Spaniards, ravaging is- 
Inds and mainland, the plunder’ 
‘obtained being his’ pay. With 
increasing daring, he marched on 
the city of Panama, which he at- 
tacked and captured in January, 
1671, against overwhelming odds. 
When he returned to Jamaica he 
was accorded ‘the thanks of Gov- 
jernor and Council, but after a treaty 
‘of peace had been signed with Spain 
both he and the Governor were 
ordered to England, under arrest, 
to answer for the cruelties and ex 
cesses vf Morgan's expeditions. At 
home, however, the clever Morgan 
‘soon gained the King’s favour and 
he was returned to Jamaica as 
Lieutenant-Governor, with a knight- 
hood, in 1674. Intrigues followed 
‘and “Morgan was accused of en- 
couraging privateering in Jamaica. 
He was suspended from office, but 
was subsequently returned to his 
place in the Councit in 1688. He 
died the same year. 

‘The Barbary Coast was one 
of the last places in the Western 
world to be rid of pirates, who had. 
‘operated there since the Middle 
‘Ages. It is related that during the 
first half of the Seventeenth 
century, when the North African 
Diracies attained their culmination, 
Algiers alone had 20,000 captives 
behind bars. You could pay your 
way out in those days and as a 
result the rich usually left prison 
while the poor became slaves. Many 
Europeans of high standing fell into. 
the clutches of the pirates and the 


ames that were illustrious in Eng- 
Jand, Germany, Italy and Spain. 
‘These outrageous conditions were 
not remedied until after the 
Napoleonic wars, when the civilized 
world recognized the need for 
cleaning up. First diplomacy was 
tried and when it failed to produce 
more than promises, force was 
resorted to. Great Britain and the 
‘Netherlands sent fleets to bombard 
Algiers and the bombardment 
Secured the release of thousands of 
prisoners from Algiers and Tunis. 
Tt became necessary to repeat the 
medicine in 1824, and in 1830 
Algiers was conquered by France. 


‘The flowering period of piracy 
in Malayan waters was the late 
‘Eighteenth and the early Nine- 
teenth Century. The pirates 
preyed on coastal villages as well 
‘as ships, local and European. The 
political’ status of the archipelago 
indeed encouraged the practice, as 
in those days the islands were 
divided into numerous small king- 
doms with the ruler of each as the

For a 
while the crew fought the ships, 
then broke, and, taking one of 
boats, made "for 
Lieutenant Beckman 
second-in-command, named 
roo, remained at their posts 
the. ‘pirates boarded, then flung 
themselves into the sea. Beckman 
was drowned, but Stokbroo was 
captured in the water. The pirates 
stripped him, shaved his head, 
fand later gave him as a present to| 
the Rajah of Lampong, who in 
turn sold hii to the Prince of 
Linga Island for thirty Spanish 
dollars. Here he remained in 
slavery until the Chinese owner of 
a brig trading from Java, taking 
compassion on him, bought him 
for $50 and landed him at the 
Dutch settlement of —Samarang, 
refusing any recompense for his 
‘generous act.” Another account,

Jengaged a Netherlands gunboat in 


the Straits of Sunda, made a prize 
of her and murdered every soul 
on board; and there are many 
instances of attacks on European 
‘and American ships of fair size. As 
‘Mr, Rutter relates:—"In those years 
the shipping of every nation trad- 





the pirates’ hands, and that of 
Great Britain not least. One in- 
stance will suffice here, the pecu- 
liarly horrible case of the barque 
[Regina, owned and commanded by 
Captain James Ross. A rumour 
appears to have got abroad that 
she was carrying a large quantity 
of sllver dollars, with the result 
that a pirate fleet lay in walt for 
hher. As soon as she was sighted, 
the pirates gave chase, overhauled 
hher, and carried her by weight of 
numbers. ‘The captain was taken 
prisoner ‘and the pirates began to 
plunder the ship, but without find- 
‘ing the money they believed to be: 
fon board. Their chief then pro- 
mised Cgptain Ross his life if he 
‘would feveal the hiding-place of 
his treasure. In vain did the un- 
happy man’ protest that the ship 
held nothing but what the pirates 
had already found: and this w 

the’ truth, for he had invested his 
‘money in a cargo of rattans, rub- 
bber and other jungle produce. The 
pirates refused to believe him, 
however, and to make him speak 
they lashed his son to one of the 
ship's anchors and, when he still 
protested that he had no treasure, 
flung the anchor into the sea, 
drowning the boy before his 
father’s eyes. ‘This having no 
effect, they began to torture Cap- 
tain Ross himself, cutting off his 
fingers joint by joint, and then 
inflicted other mutilations upon 
him, “He was finally left a bleed- 








quarter-deck, and the pirates, 
after killing ‘the other officers and 
‘the native crew for slaves, 
set fire to the barque and sailed 
away. 








‘Thus it becomes clear that the 
Malayan pirates of a century ago 
at least equalled in violence the 
buccaneers. of Spanish America 
and showed little, if any, sports- 
manship. And the Malay sea- 
robbers were not called upon to 
take chances like those taken by 
the “heroes” of the Main. There 
was little fear of retribution in the 
Eastern waters and there were 
many and excellent hiding-places: 
well known to the Malay pirates, 
in ‘the event of pursuit. Ships 
‘with rich cargoes and without 
sufficient protection presented a 
greater temptation than the pirate 
Tojahs could withstand.

It is decidedly pleasant to meet at 
east one man who has the ability to| 
tell the story of his life in his own 
words and without innumerable quota-| 
fons from newspapers or books or| 
pamphlets extolling his ability and 
his superiority. Count Castellane has 
written an autobiography that grips| 
the reads from the first page. It 
fs the story of the first 40 years of| 
his life, commencing with his birth| 
in a corner of Poland and ending| 
with his escape from the clutches of] 
the Bolsheviks. There is no attempt| 
to impress one with a list of famous| 
‘men and women who were all inti. 
mate friends, neither does Count| 
Castellane claim to be anything but| 
perfectly normal ‘boy and. man. 
His descriptions of life in various| 
parts of Poland and Russia ‘are a 
valuable contribution to history as| 
hhe shows quite clearly that the Rus-: 
sian peasant of pre-Revolution days| 
‘was contented and on the  whole| 
well treated by the nobility. One, 
realizes, however, that the Jews were| 
hated and often feared by the aristo-| 
‘eracy and that almost every village 
in Eastern Russia was under the in-| 
fluence of a Jew or his money bags. 
But the most interesting portion of| 
Count Castellane's autoblography is 
his account of the Russian Revolution | 
‘and his impressions of the Tsar and) 
Ragputin. ‘There is no tirade against| 
the “Holy Devil” neither Is there any| 
attempt to whitewash the Imperial 
Court, Rasputin is treated with| 
sympathy and understanding and the| 
‘Taar {s shown as a gentle soul weigh- 
ed down with affairs of state and 
harassed by incompetent ministers. 
Count Castellane sums. up 
and his ability as an adviser in a| 
few words: 

Tam equally certain that the 
Princes and Generals ea 
bby Rasputin would have been able to 
rule Russia better than Kerensky and

and “He was not such a bad man| 
as people think.” There is no at-| 
tempt to minimise the shortcomings

man whom he first disliked and then| 
gradually came to understand as he| 
knew him more intimately.
